danger the loss thereof or to endanger the personal safety and 
comfort of his family or any member thereof, or the safely of 
any other person, or the security of the property of any other 
person, or when any person shall, on account of the use of in-
toxicating liquors, become dapgcrous to the peace of any com-
munity, the wife of such person. the supervisors of such town.
